bed and breakfasts, camping 
outfitters and other services 
near the lake accesses.

Even those that contain a 
large percentage of juice may 
also, contain other ingredients 
you may not want, such as arti- 
ficial flayorings, colorings and 
preservates. 

What's a parent to do? Keep 
reading the fine print. 

A trip: down the "juice" aisle 
ofthe average supermarket can 
be a real education. Many 
drinks that at first glance 
appear to be juice, contain only 
a small percentage of real fruit 
juice. The USDA reguires man- 
ufacturers to list ingredients in 
the order of guantity. So the 
first ingredient listed on a food 


or beverage label makes up thé 
largest percentage of that prod- 

uct. If the first ingredient on a 
"juice. drink“ isn't juice, that 
should give you a clue. 

There's also a difference 
between "100 percent natural" 
and "100 percent juice." Drinks 
that contain sugar or corn 
syrup as sweeteners are still 
"100 percent natural." 

The names themselvés also 
give you a clue. "Cranberry 
juice cocktail," may sound like 
you serve the juice with hors- 
doevres, but it also indicates 
there is something besides 
cranberry juice in the beverage. 
It may be a blend of other 


juices, or it may contain corn 
syrup, stigar or.artificial addi- 
tives. Some doctors, advise 


patients with bladder. infec- 
tions to drink cranberry juice 
because it helps rid the body-of 
the bacteria that causes these 
infections. If this is-the case; 
you need-real 100 percent cran- 
berry juice, not a "cocktail." 
Cranberry juice helps- fight 
bladder infections in two ways. 
It contains a substance which 
makes it difficult for bacteria to 
stay on the bladder wall. If you 
are drinking a "cocktail" you 
won't get as much of this sub- 
stance as you will from plain 
juice. The other way cranberry

juice fights bacteria is by 
changifg the pH level in the 
bladtier: A juice "cocktail" may 
contain other juices that meú- 


tralize the móre acid pH of the : 


real cranberry juice. 

Artificial flavorings; color- 
ings and, preservatives are 
another concern. 

Since à child has a low.body 
weight, chemicals may have 
more effect. 

Some researchers believe 
that chemicals used to flavor, 
preserve or give food a pleasing 
color may. cause unhealthy 
reactions in small children. 

According to "The “Ritalin 
Free Child,".by Diana Hunter, 


some research indicates that 
symptoms .didgnosed as Atten- 
tion , Deficit Disorder may 
instead actually be allergic 
reactions to food additives. 

Before making any change in 
diet, consult your doctor. This 
is especially important if you 
are on any prescription medica- 
tions. Some drugs interact 
badly with foods. that would 
otherwise“ be“ considered 
healthy. 

And no matter what else you 
drink, don't forget that you 
need eight glasses of water a 
day to-help your body stay 
healthy, avoid dehydration and 
flush out toxins and wastes.

Asthma, the most common 
chronic disease of childhood, 
affects. nearly five percent of 
the American adult population. 
The reported prevalence rate 


for asthma has increased sub-- 


stantially over the past 20 
years, and rates of hospitaliza- 
tion and mortality have also 
increased. 

The physiologic hallmark of 
asthma is bronchospasm, a 
decrease in bronchial airway 
diameter due to swelling, secre- 
tions, and the contraction of 
muscle within the bronchial 
walls. Airway inflammation is 
at the root of the problem, and 
this has been associated with 
viral infections, environmental 
pollutants, occupational expo- 
sure (vaporg, chemicals, etc.), 
drugs, dust, animal dander, 
and many other mediators.

Dear Editor: 

We are once again approaching the summer 
season of fun in the great outdoors. As'we look 
forward to this summer, it is important that each 
of us keep in mind that along with.the warm 
weather comes the threat of'a devastating wild- 


- fire season, This winter's lack of rainfall has 
- already made our. county dangérously close to + 


drought conditions. These conditions, combined 
with our love for oufdooť events, can quickly lead’ 
to the disastersthat overwhelmed Port. St. Lucie 
residents last year. 

In order for us to be wildfire free this year in 
the Glades, Belle Gladé Fire Rescue, would like. 
to suggest a few tips that we believe will keep us 
safe from a fire disaster. It is important for us to 
clear away: any dead brush, foliage of high grass 
away fróm .our house. Dried pine needles and 
leaves are very easy to burn. Keep your roofs, 
gutters and flower beds clean from any build-up. 


During the 1999 wildfire season, a majority of 
the brush and forest fires were the result of 
deliberate or careless acts. Someone clearing 
land or burning dead trees caused a fire to get 
out of control. A careless driver throwing a ciga- 
rette out the car window ignited a nearby field. 
Someone having a barbecue or campfire didn't 
extinguish:the fire correctly. 

I'm sure most of these fires were accidental (no 
one expects the fires to get out of control), but, 
nonetheless, cause a considérable amount of dol- 
lar loss. = 

If all of us in the Glades prepare our house and 
yards, and act responsibly in our use of fire, I am 
sure we can all enjoy a safe, and" wildfire free 
summer. S

Whenever a hurricane or a 
tropical storm was threatening 
the United States, Bob Sheets 
was the man people turned to. 
You'd sée him on TV, hear him 
on the radio and read about 
him in newspapers. 

Of course, he knows what 
he's talking abóut. Bob has 
flown through hurricanes over 
200 times and worked at the 


adult life. He's one of the top 


hurricane experts in thé world. , 


So when someone wants to 
ask a question or make a sug- 
gestion about tropical weather, 
chances are they'll address that 
letter to. Bob Sheets. 

"I got.a ton of letters follow- 
ing Andrew,” Sheets told me. 
Most were complimentary, 
thanking Bob for his tireless 
work after that terrible storm

"I try to treat everyone the 
same, regardl. of whether 
they're.a big farmer or a street 
person,” Detective Fincannon 
said. 

Besides enjoying helping his 
neighbors, working in the dis- 
trict where he has spent most 
of his life gives him a distinct 
advantage when investigating 
crimes, the detective said. 

“I went to school here. I know 
a lot of pedple: Often I know 
right where to. go when some- 
thing happens to get a lead.” 

Detective Fincannon said as 
the area grows and the popula- 
tion becomes“more diverse as 
well: as more mobile, some 
cas are getting' harder to 


solve. 

“Burglary and theft are our 
largest problem and of course 
that’s related to the drug prob- 
lem:-people use the stolen 
items to buy or trade for drugs. 
It goes from people taking 
things off farms, to breaking 
into houses, to snatching and

The diversity of the popula- 
tion also makes it difficult to 
solve: some cases, like the 
recent homicide of two 
Hispanic men in Pahokee. 

“They're not from here, 
they're not from this county, 
they didn't. speak a lot of 
English, people look at them as 
outsiders and yet they died 
here. That kind of case is hard 
to solve," the veteran detective 
said. Too often, potential wit- 
nesses are reluctant to come 
forward, fearing retaliation, he 
added. 

"They'll tell me, ‘I have to live 
here. And I tell them, T have to 
live here too,’ and I can't make 
it a bettér community without 
their help. Everyone has to be 
their brother's keeper.” 

Once on the department's 
short list to become a sergeant- 
-which would have required a 
transfer to the coast--Detective 
Fincannon said he is happy 
here doing.the. job he loves. 
“They say once you get the 
muck in your toes, you can't get 
it out."

Crime is down, sheriff tells Lions Club 


Palm Beach County Sheriff 
Robert Neumann was the guest 
speaker at the March 22 meet- 


ing of-the Belle Glade Lions , 


Club. 

Sheriff Neumann, who is 
running for. reelection in 
November, outlined the many 
improvements that have been 
made since he took office over 
three years ago. 

“The good news is that the 
Florida Department of Law 
Enforcement on Crime says 
that in 1999 crime was down 
10.8 percent,” said Sheriff 
Neumann, In Palm Beach 
County, the statistics were 
even better, down 16.5 percent. 

“It's amazing, in my view,” he 
said. “Every single category 
was down, some as much as 
20.7 percent,” he added. 

Robbery. was down 13.9 per- 
cent and burglaries were down 
22 percent. Vehicle theft was 
down in 1999. by 19.4 percent 
and domestic’ violence 
down 11.8 percent. 

A commitment, by Gov. Bob 
Martinez is credited by Sheriff. 
Neumann as the reason crime 
is down. “He made a commit- 
ment to more’ jails and crimi- 
nals are now serving at lea: 
percent of their time,” said 
Sheriff Neumann. 

When he čame on board in 
1996, Sheriff Neumann told 
Lions Club members one of the 
first things he noticed was that 
inmates had it better than 
many taxpaying citizens. 

He noted they,had free den- 
tal care, televisions, air condi- 
tioning, and three hot meals a day.

“Why do I gotta go to church?" is 
part of the weekend ritual in many 
households where teenagers test 
the patience and skill of many a 
dutiful parent. "It's so-0-00 boring!” 
“John’s mom doesn't make him go!” 
“I find God more in nature, so 
howabout I just sit in the backyard 
while you're gone?” 

Some arguments. are _ more 
informed. One dad told me that his 
13-year-old recently shot back, 
“Remember what Jesus said! The 
Sabbath, was made for man, not 
man for the Sabbath." 

“What did you do?" I asked. 

“Well, I was so impressed that he 
even knew something from 
Scripture, I let it go!” 

But what is a parent to do? One 
of the: most. frequent. concerns I 
hear from moms and dads every- 
where is what to do about getting 
their kids to church. Some have 
found it helpful to take a closer look 
at the matter. 

The word Sabbath comes from 
the Hebrew shabbot, the “cessation 
of labor". The first thing in the 
world that God made holy was not 
a mountain, not an altar, not a per- 
son, but a day-the Sabbath. “God 
blessed the seventh day and hal- 
lowed it.” (Genesis 2:3) 

In time, the Sabbath was defined 
by elaborate rules and regulations, 
All work was forbidden. So when 
Jesus and his disciples were going 
through a field of grain and 
plucked the ears of grain to eat 
them, they were technically break- 


ing the rules, Reaping a meal from > 


a form of labor and 
they were lawbreakers. When con- 
fronted, Jesus argued that human 
need takes precedence over human 
and even divine law. He insisted 
that we are not fo be enslaved by 
the Sabbath. Quite the opposite, 
the Sabbath exists to make our 
lives better. 

And here Jesus. teaches us at 


the harvest 


least three essential truths vital for“ 


our life of faith. First, religion does 
not consist of rules and regulations. 
There is a great deal more to reli- 
gion than, Sunday obsertance. As 
Garrison Keillor aptly put, it: “If 
you think going to church makes 
you a( Christian, you probably 
think sitting i age will make 
you a car." When we forget the 


love and forgiveness, thé service +

religion, and replace them by 
adherence to rules and. mpgulations, 
religion loses meaning.
